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The music is what brings clubbers 
together. In all forms whether it's 
jungle, techno, house or garage, 
there is a huge following. However, 
somewhere along the way the music 
has got lost. 

We go out, do our gear, get off on a 
good one, if we're lucky, and a good 
time is had by all. But then 
somewhere down the line we have to 
come down to earth, usually with a 
shattering crash. Everything and 
everyone starts to look murky, grey 
and depressing more so than before. 
It would appear to an outsider that 
we are all like lambs to the 
slaughter. It’s a valid point. 

We all seem to be chasing some 
idealistic illusion. Looking for an oasis 
in a desert of drugs, only to find it 
was an empty mirage when we were 
convinced it was real. 


We are all tempted by the 
atmosphere, the music, the people, 
and the drugs, not necessarily in 
that order, but all the time becoming 
more disillusioned with all of that and 
life in general. Yes, clubbing is a way 
of life, but it can soon start to 
dominate and take control over 
everything if you let it and it's an easy 
trap to fall into. Work, family, 
friendships and finances can fall by 
the wayside, not to mention health. 

Everyone knows to a greater degree 
that mentally and physically we are 
not doing ourselves any favours. This 
is both long and short term damage, 
yet we carry on regardless. 

Everything else takes a back seat to 
checking out that new venue or 
necking another E and two wraps. 



Some see the slippery slope for what 
it really is, others don't even notice 
that they are still half way down it, 
until something serious happens and 
by then it may be too late. 

So we justify our actions by asking 
what the alternatives are. We defend 
ourselves by trying to convince 
people who don't understand club 
culture that recreational drugs are 
not the ogre that the authorities and 
media would have us believe. 

But deep down inside any intelligent 
clubber knows that there is a price 
to pay and not just financially. It is 
their choice whether they act on this 
knowledge or ignore it, but it can 
only be avoided for so long. 

As it stands, club culture influences 
much of the fashion and mainstream 
music directions at the moment. It is 
THE most popular way for thousands 
of people to spend their weekends, 
□nee seduced by it, ordinary clubs 
and night clubs hold no more 
interest than a Wednesday night at 
bingo with Gladys from next door. 

The fact that bingo costs 
considerably less than a weekends 
clubbing and there's a chance of 
winning back some of the cash you've 
spent on going out is of no 
importance. 

It would appear that quite a few 
clubbers are getting more and more 
frustrated with the scene. Whether 
they are pissed off with the shit gear 
floating around at the moment, 
moody atmospheres, pretentious, 
arrogant twats or just bored with it 
all, many have expressed a certain 
restlessness. A need for a change 

perhaps? 



One thing that needs to change is 
certain people's attitudes. As for 
clubbers who do Charlie, all I can say 
to that, is that I don't really give a 
shit what they do, but please, all I 
ask is that they take their sad 
attitude and FUCK OFF. Because 
despite what they might think, they 
are only human. This is a fact. 

When you have been travelling down 
the same road for a good while, 
what was once new and exciting 
tends to lose sparkle. So what can 
be done to put a kick back into a 
flagging club life? Travelling to other 
clubs out of town could well be the 
tonic that's needed. New club, new 
faces, new atmosphere - equals new 
experience. 

Having a break from it all for a while 
could do the trick. The only problem 
with this is that it will be the same a 
few weeks or months down the line. 

It may seem to have changed, but 
give it time, and you could find 
yourself in the same dilemma. Other 
than that, one mans meat, is 
another mans poison, and what 
works for one, won’t work for all. 

Searching for something or someone 
and having reasonable expectations 
as to what might be found is fine. 
Searching for perfection however, is 
a fallacy in itself. 

As for pondering on the philosophy of 
club life, I suspect that the clubbers 
who haven't given it much thought, 
soon will. But until then they will 
continue in their fervent search for 
whatever it is they are looking for 
with as much eager gusto as their 
cash flow will allow. 

As for the rest who see it for what it 
is, they too will continue to party and 
will do so until they grow out of it, or 
until they grow another head. 

Some people may identify 
with, and agree with what 
they have read here. Others, I 
expect, will say it's total 
bollocks. Whether you agree 
with it or not, it's there all the 
same. Something to think 
about anyway.

As word quickly passed 
around the scene, different 
rumours began to fly, last 
month you heard the exclusive 
facts in Eternity regarding the 
cancellation.

Perhaps 
this will prove one thing, the 
people who offer the venues 
should not take on projects 
they do not have the bottle to 
go through with, this whole 
situation has damaged the 
scene and finished someone's 
company, a company 
respected in the UK for 
putting on some of the finest 

events around.

Drum and bass jungle on both sides, I personally 
favour the style of ’Watch Me' with its DJ friendly 
crash, bang, wallop opening breaks, light 
sprinkling of ragga drop ins and hyper drum 
pattern all held in with an easy flowing bassline. 
Check the clever use of the GTO flute sample - 
resulting in a mysterious sound. A flip over offers 
a more deep and dark sound. Out on 11th June. 

Frontline EP - Soapbar 

Those who play bare jungle listen with an open 
mind 1 , warned this trio trackers release sheet. To 
be honest I was rather hoping for something a 
little out of the ordinary, however, I was impressed 
with what I heard. 'Sweet Manifest' is a get up and 
go track, combining smooth key sounds with a 
4/floor hip hop style break. 'Definitely one for the 
ladies', 'Intensity' and 'The Trigger' occupy the flip 
side, but aren't really saying anything new, piano 
freaks will no doubt become misty eyed at the 
sound of Intensity. Watch out for a Hype remixed 
Cris B and new DJ AKA tracks. 

Release/You're The One 
Sub Sequence - Too *z Up Records 

Written and produced by Walter and Shane aka flat 
47, something a little special in the form of 
'Release', a nice sound put together with a high 
rolling sound, using a highly haunting vocal and a 
good selection of strings and sounds. Ask to hear 
this one, as the flip track doesn't really have the 
charm to match.

Sound Control/Feel It - Ram Records 

Two well established names in the jungle field, 
demonstrate the mind of a junglist with a double 
helping turntable terrorism. Both tracks throw 
down a deep London jungle sound, yet keep a big 
gap between similarism. I personally like the 
dangerous style of 'Sound Control', which rolls 
along with an active breaks collaboration amongst 
an armourment of sounds and samples. This one's 
definitely for the renegades. 

Outstanding Productions 
Original Substitute 
Mecca String/Fall Down 

Two tracks, written and produced by Essence Of 
Aura, which just let flow a unique style and sound. 
Mecca String gives chase with a firm build up 
followed by a collection of ruff chop up breaks, 
smooth vocals and string playing a major role 
here. Fall Down presents a slightly tuffer sound 
(due to its breaks), but the same charm and 
elegance is still to be heard. Something a little 
different * out now. 

Phan tasy & Gemini - / Feel Free/Plane 

Good to hear and see these two names 
back together again, as they bring a 
totally turn-around style and sound 
back on wax. I Feel Free, is a track so 
ruff it could be used as sandpaper, 
giving an epic synth intro - guaranteed 
to cause a stir - which leads to a good 
drum and bass collaboration. Mean, but 
not dark. However, turn over and cross 
the thresh hold into an even deeper 
track, definitely needing deep musical 
understanding. Good to hear from 
Phantasy & Gemini can still make a 
serious musical statement. Out now on 
dub size. 


Baby 0 

Casanova Mixes - Production House 

P.H. take a gamble with one of their classics, re¬ 
making it in two forms - and really do triumph. The 
Rapture Remix, gives an "Al' rood bwoy", 
approach, whilst the Down To Earth mix gives 
more kick than an Irish Striker (fist world cup 
pun). Opening with its gentle string intro, the calm 
is soon shattered with a rattling break and 
humming sub base. Baby D vocal drop ins 
occasionally offer a calm few seconds. Something 
definitely worth finding, but as with her last 
release, there’s a danger of causing chipmonk 
vocals if you pitch up too far. 21 gun salute 
Production House. 

Boogie Times Tribe 
My Soul - Suburban Base 

Q Bass and D'Cruze follow on from The Dark 
Stranger' with 'My Soul. Described as a deep and 
soulful side of jungle, their mix runs with a big 
intro, slamming breaks, creative strings and the 
odd dark stranger style drop in. For me pleasure 
comes from the Ronisize and Krust remix, adding 
a more fast rolling sound and giving the track a 
new approach yet keeping their familiar style. 
Superb. 

Floor Filler Pt. 2 
Sound Entity Records 

A moody 2 tracker, with 'Untitled' your given track 
that after a few plays puts across an interesting 
sound, a mixture of kick drum and snare breaks, 
lifting synth strings and an active bassline. The B 
track This Is The Future' has a rather spooky 
stringed intro, haunting effects and a dark 
breakdown further into the track, both tracks very 
different and a bit difficult to like. 

Higher Sense 
Cold Fresh Air/Listen Up 
Liftin Spirit Records 

A new signing on a new label formed by Liftin

When asked to sum up Higher 
State’s aims, Marc says: "A bold 
sound that welds digifunk, 
progressive end commercial garage 
references into mighty epics". 


Focused or what? Marc and 
Patrick's musical backgrounds 
includes long apprenticeships playing 
live soul and funk. Hence their 
attraction to funky geetar, raw 
vocals and live drum sounds blended 
over Transatlantic-style house 
grooves.

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If you have ever thought of making a 
track, but been put off by the 
astronomical cost and the baffling 
technology involved (thousands of 
knobs around - and then there's 
equipment!), here’s the good news. 

The Scandalous boys have found a 
studio that is just the opposite and 
has been used by Farley Jackmaster 
Funk. 


Fathom Studios in south west 
London is very different from your 
normal recording studio. Fathom's 
owners and operators, Matt and 
Rob, have gone against the tried and 
tested idea of "How to run a studio." 
by offering their clients a chance to 
record a track, despite any lack of 
technical experience and at an 
affordable price. 

We went to the studio to hear the 
story first hand. The studio looks like 
any other - full of Roland, Yamaha, 
Atari, Sony and Alexis kit - but the 
difference is Matt and Rob. 


Both are not only professional 
engineers and producers, they also 
play keyboards and above all are 
helpful, patient and ready to explain 
what is going on. Plus they are 
willing to contribute ideas to get the 
best out of tracks, if you then look at 
the price - £70 for the day - and you 
realise why Fathom is such a good 
find. Especially when many other 
studios will hit you for £150 just to 
get through the door. 

Hold on a sec. There is one thing 
you don't get at Fathom which you 
come across at other studios. Matt 
and Rob just don’t have attitude. And 
what a welcome blessing that is. 

The boys are down to earth and 
seriously into dance music. Matts 
musical preferences are as diverse 
as his equipment. "I enjoy music 
across the board - from the deepest, 
darkest techno, to the shiniest 
house". Matt goes on to explain the 
buzz he and Rob get from the studio, 
"I get a kick when someone walks 
into the studio with ideas, but no 
real clue of how to get it down on 
tape".

Due to public demand we set out to 
book many of the top name DJ’s for 
the new Network club due to launch 
in Belfast in August. 

Three of the largest and most 
established UK agencies were 
contacted - Dy-na-mix, Concorde 
International Artists and Selective - 
not only to book the jocks, but also 
to judge the agencies’ service and 
attitude. 

This is what we found: 


"We can help and then they walk out 
with the track they wanted, having 
spent only a fraction of the time and 
money they would have spent 
somewhere else". 

The boys are currently working with a 
number of south west London record 
shops, including Troublesome and 
Creative Sounds, who have 
discovered Fathom’s unique 
approach to music and production.

Unless you are a DJ, a promoter or 
the dance music scene equivalent of 
a train spotter, we doubt you know 
very much about the role played by 
the bigger DJ agencies in the UK. 

These are the organisers who look 
after the affairs of most of the 
country’s better known DJ’s, along 
with some of the international stars. 
The agencies’ role is to get as much 
quality work for the DJ’s on their 
books as possible, and to ensure the 
DJ’s get paid their fees - important 
these days with DJ’s being ripped off 
far too often. 

We contacted various agencies over 
the past weeks to research how they 
perform their work and how efficient 
they are. Sadly some of what we dug 
up was out of order. 


Owned jointly by Jeannette Rampling 
(wife of Danny] and Fran. We tried to 
book DJ’s including Danny Rampling, 
Jeremy Healy, Brandon Block and Al 
McKenzie. 


We were shocked by the response. 
Selective’s owners said they would 
"prefer not to send any of their DJ’s 
to Belfast ”. Why not? Not because of 
the proposed fees for the DJ’s (we 
even offered to pay over the odds]. 
And not because of anything to do 
with the organisers behind the 
Network. It comes down to the 
personal political beliefs of the people 
behind Selective. 


Now nobody denies that Northern 
Ireland has its problems. But how 
preventing the clubbers of Belfast 
from experiencing some of the best 
DJ’s is supposed to help is beyond 


us. 


The end result is that not only do 
Northern Ireland’s clubbers miss out, 
the DJ’s with Selective miss out on 
playing and earning at what may well 
become one of the top venues in the 
UK. Whose best interests are at 
heart here? Not the DJ’s or the 
clubbers of Belfast. 


This should amuse you. Our contact 
at Concorde has taken it upon 
himself to make all his artists 
unavailable for Scandalous events. 
The reason appears to be attitude, 
due to the fact that we are hosting a 
nationwide tour featuring a top 


international DJ on Concorde's 
books, making him unavailable for 
work through Concorde for the 
duration of the tour. That means no 
commission for Concorde over those 
weeks. 

The end result? Our contact stated 
that he would never do business with 
us. So any DJ's out there who are on 
Concorde's books - you are missing 
out on a hell of a lot of work, boys 
and girls. 

How can it be that an agency, which 
is supposed to have its DJ's best 
interests at heart, can cut its nose 
off to spite its face? 


Hip Hip Hooray! Here is an agency 
which is doing its job and doing it 
very well. Our contact at Dy-na-mix 
offers an impressive DJ and artist 
list, with a fair price for all the jocks 
we booked. Steve explains his point 
of view. "As long as I am confident 
about a promoters honesty and 
intentions, then I feel it’s an agency’s 
responsibility to advise and be as 
helpful as possible, especially when a 
project looks fresh and promising”. 

He adds, "If a DJ decides not to 
travel to a particular location it can 
be difficult to persuade them 
otherwise. Fortunately however, 
there are plenty of other DJ's that 
are willing to get involved in 
something new”. 

We have no hesitation in 
recommending Dy-na-mix. Contact 
Steve on 0908 270811. 

A final point. The role of an agency is 
to represent their stable with the 
DJ's interests at heart (and the 
more and better work they get, the 
more the agency benefits). It's not 
about the agency owners' attitudes. 

If there are any DJ's represented by 
either Concorde or Selective who are 
interested in playing in Belfast and 
being well paid to do so, please 
contact us through Eternity J 'fMB 
Magazine.

Russ Gabriel - Darwinian E.P (Ferox Records * U.K) 

This E.P by the guy behind the V.C.F projects on Magnetic North glided easily onto my 
decks in an unusually polite and well-spoken manner. No but seriously now, I was well 
impressed, collapsing in a fit on my bedroom floor. Wow, I love Detroit(y) type techno! It's 
creation of a unique atmosphere and special underground feel is something that can bring 
out emotions that you never realised existed. Pin back your ears and give this stunning 
three-tracker the attention it deserves. 

Age - The Orion Years (Force Inc - Germany) 

Written and produced by Thomas Heckmann, these recordings are an ode to the German 
black and white TV series, Raumpatroville Orion (or it so it says). God knows why because 
there's no way in this world that any TV series can match up to the experience that I've just 
had, listening to this album. Mechanism is the name of the game here, and once I'd finished 
exploring the insides of a complex networking system, I was able to create a ten foot robot 
that fully understood the nature of the human brain - it easily began to devour mine. 
Experimantai techno with loads of lovely acid to keep your pecker up. 

Centuria City Rise Of The Techno City E.P (Hot Trax - Italy) 

Centuria City is such a fascinating place, as l found out when Hot Trax provided me with this 
first class journey to paradise. With an experimental landscape and hundreds of friendly 
citizens that teach you the art of open-mindedness, you will be educated on the diversity of 
techno in the 90's. My favorite track, 'Mhz', just has to be heard to be believed. Reminisent 
of early Aphex masterpieces, strings and chord patterns aid relaxation at the hidden Garden 
of Utopia, whilst a simple rolling drum pattern allows chill-out exploration of a deeper kind. 

Leo Anibaldi - Endurance (ACV - Italy) 

No, no, no - another Mars bar is chasing me!!! Help...Eh? Phew. It was all a dream! and 
lucky for me because Leo Anibaldi has sent the willies up me (not literally!!), with this 
Endurance EP. As always he uses sounds that are out of this world, and are capable of 
locking you away in a mental asylum for up to three months. Yet again, I must give Leo 
Anibaldi's new experiemental EP one serious thumbs up and advise you to find it - before it 
finds you! 


Scott Edward - Distant Horizons (A.C. V - Italy) 

For those nutters you know that are just too hyper for their own good, give them a taste of 
this for immediate results, it is essentially a chill-out techno album, that takes my deep 
thoughts from that normal everyday level to a beautifully tranquil place where there is no 
violence, no confusion and no limits to your subconcious. Scott Edward has discovered the 
optimum meaning to the word Happiness'.

- so listen 
to the street, not 
Status Quo 




There is a light at the and of that 
long dark tunnel and it is Vestax 
shaped, with PDT 5000 emblazoned 
on its casing! When I first heard 
about this new deck I thought, "OK, 
fine, I'll give them a go!!", without 
realising that they are capable of 
handling any mixing style you throw 
at them, including scratching and 
transforming and also complexed 
break downs with hip hop breaks. Up 
until 1 988 I had to cope with all 
sorts of turntables at home, but 
nothing came close to the SU’s as 
the Vestax has.

When you look at the design and 
finish on a Technics turntable you 
can see that it gives off an aura of 
splendidness which has become an 
industry standard for over 10 years, 
so when you are sent a couple of 
turntables to try out you would 
automatically judge them against 
what have previously been available. 
This I found very easy!! Whatever I 
could do with a 1210 I found myself 
doing the same with the 5000. 

The pitch control on the Vestax has 
added advantages such as plus and 
minus 10%, it is user-replaceable, 
and also does not have the ever 
annoying click-stop detent at absolute 
zero. When mixing on Technics you 
must always stay well away from 
mixing on zero or close to zero due 
to the "dead space" on the pitchs for 
a few millimetres each side on the 
quartz lock position. (0%). 

Quartz lock can still be achieved on 
the PDT 5000's just by simply 
pushing a rubber button on the left 
hand side of the deck. A constant 
V.U. meter display of your position 
on the pitch range is illuminated from 
the rear, making it a lot easier in the 
dark!! 


One of the many Technic's spares I 
have which seems to cause the most 
aggro is the small column stylus 
illumination light just on the outside 
of the platter, talk about a pain in 
the arse! It's more fiddly than a 
femidom and I still haven't fixed the 
one of mine at home -1 just can't be 
arsed!! Why can't they make it 
removable from the outside, and 
easy to take off? Vestax have got it 
covered - their light just pulls off 
from a simple phono socket 
connection in the same place - 
instead of having a shiny column 
which can be raised or lowered - but 
if you do it too much on the Technics 
the bulb goes!! 

In order for this turntable to get to 
the official nod of approval I asked 
Carl Cox for his thoughts. Words 
which sprung up several times later 
were: wicked, blindin', the business, 
etc. 

So there you have it, high 
performance in all departments, high 
quality construction, perfect sound 
reproduction, no apparent design 
faults - definitely going to take the 
industry by storm. 

Well done Vestax on 
your new turn table it's 
good to see that there 
still can be life after 
1210 ... but some 
people have switched 
over to digital and are 
playing out with compact 
disc - something I had to 
demonstrate on MTV 
news recently when the 
first Technics retirement 
leaks came through. All I 
had to do was a short 5 
minute mix (many thanks 
to James at React for all 
the material) and answer 
a few questions about 
the CD33 I was using in 
a case with a PMC 40 
mixer all from Vestax 
again. It went very well 
and should be on the 
satellite very soon. 


Last night (14th June), saw the 
launch of a new piece of kit from the 
giants of home hi-fi and in-car audio 
Pioneer. We ventured along to the 
Limelight Club in London where we 
were met by the rest of tne industry 
for a buffet, demonstration and 
introduction from Pioneer (UK]. Quite 
a famous name in the underground 
dance scene, provided us with the 
music score for the evening - DJ 
Tamsin. A female DJ well known for 
her sets at Jungle Fever and The 
Roast (formerly Sunday Roast at 
Turnmills etc). She played a wide 
selection from commercial 
house/garage and 
tribal/progressive house... The first 
time I’ve seen her play in front of 
stiffs before, let alone myself in a 
suit hearing her set. More news on 
the product when I’ve tried it, but 
until you'll see it around - it's called 
the CDJ 500 and at £799.00 I’ll 
have four please!!! 

Same time next month 
- but until then: 

Eurobeat 2000 on 
Thursdays at Turnmills, 
every Friday at the 
Hand and Spear in 
Weybridge [free entry), 
playing pure hardness 
on the Thursday and 
boom-ba clot techno 
and trance on the 
Friday... 

Also a return to my old 

residency at 
Reincarnation in Heme 
Bay again very soon .... 
Watch this space!!!

Slo Moshun 
Help My Friend (Six 6) 

Slo Moshun, originator of the house/hip 
hop style on "Bells Of New York" and 
incidentally Mark Archer from Altern-8 
with a new partner, returns with an 
absolute epic weighing in at 16 minutes 
with not a dull one among them. Basically 
it's one track divided into 3 parts, kicking 
off with an atmospheric intro, followed by 
organ and male vocal before the beat 
cuts in gradually, building to some 
anthemic piano and female vocals 
suggesting that they're going to "Help My 
Friend". From there, we're taken on a 
journey with organs stabbing, beats 
dropping in and out, a huge accapella type 
section before a lovely long percussion 
and vocal bit to delight mixing DJ’s out 
there.The B side consists of a very deep 
vocal driven dub and a reprise, all in all 
making this an absolutely essential 
package for any housey DJ's and great 
value for money for the house music 
listener. 

Atlantic Ocean - Body In 
Motion (Eastern Bloc) 

Another follow up tune from the makers 
of "Waterfall", which was possibly one of 
the largest underground house records 
for years with a life span that went on for 
months. Anyway, "Body In Motion" is their 
new one in 4 mixes with something to 
please everyone. A1 is the Pegusus mix 
which has distinct similarities to their last 
one with that xylophone type noise, 
pumping beats and acid stabs. A2 is the 
Loveland interpretation going for a more 
laid back organ influenced UK garage feel, 
and AB1 is a remix by J.F again sticking 
with a groovy garage feel, but this time 
inserting some uplifting piano. Finally and 
my favourite, is the Dream Frequency mix, 
possibly the hardest of the 4 with an 
extremely pumping organ matching the 
vocal samples to a tee and building into 
an absolutely massive hands in the air bit 
at the end that'll rush your speakers. Big 
in the underground and likely to be big 
overground too. 


Donna Giles 
And I'm Telling You I'm 
Not Going (Ore) 

The XL offshoot Ore are currently doing 
the business with this great record with a 
sad tale. The vocalist was a New York 
transvestite who recently appeared on a 
Morales single and had been suffering 
from AIDS, she recorded this single, but 
has unfortunately since died leaving this 
as her harbituary. Loveland, again are 
likely to take this chart bound with a 
totally hand bag excursion into happy 
house that they are so good at, and also 
supplying on of their more pumping dubs 
with a huge brass and acid breakdown in 
the middle that really kicks. Over on the 
AA we find Stonebridges, more classy 
version with a lovely tense initial 
breakdown with vocals before bopping off 
into Graeme Park type garage land. 
Johnny Vicious completes the package 
with a dub in his US garage meets 
hardcore style that will certainly have its 
fans. Lots of variation and a fitting tribute. 

The Charlatans 
Patrol/Feel Flows 

A couple of dance remixes of Indie band 
the Charlatans that is well worth hunting 
down. "Patrol" is remixed by the men of 
the moment the Dust Brothers in their, 
hip hop meets grunge style and what a 
great job they've done, crunching beats, 
mad guitars and a monster bassline, 
make this a slice of baleric heaven. For 
more housey types the LuvDup mix of 
"Feel Flows" is a stormer 4/4 beat 
introed into some synth stabs and a spot 
of funky guitar building with a booming 
bassline into an uplifting gated vocal 
section, before a huge piano line which 
I'm sure they've stolen, but I can't think 
where from.lt just gets larger and larger 
from there with a breakbeat thrown in at 
the end for good measure. Basically this 
is a bunch of guys breaking down some 
musical boundaries in fine style and more 
power to their elbow I say. 


The League Of Chubby 
Gentlemen - Do Y' Wanna 

Dance (Global Grooves) 

The latest from Birmingham based Global 
Grooves who have been picking up a buzz 
on a par with their Wolverhampton 
neighbours Cleveland City of late. Their 
policy has been good quality house music 
with something a bit different, this being 
no exception. A1 is beat introed followed 
by a fairly progressive type groove with 
some effective pipe sounds overlaid, it 
gradually builds to a breakdown with 
crowd noises and the "Do Y' Wanna 
Dance" sample. A2 is along the same 
lines with some piano added and AA2 is a 
slightly sparser version. My favourite is 
the original Holy Rollers version which 
stands out a mile on a club P. A. il's 
basically an acid driven bouncy house, 
but it's got some quirky effects in it which 
I’m not even going to try and describe, 
but really do the business. The beats 
mess around galore and it goes mad at 
the end. Top quality UK house for floors 
that don't take themselves too seriously. 

Perks Of A Living Society 
Body & Soul (Cowboy) 

The latest in a string of extremely hot 
releases from Cowboy is "Body & Soul", a 
cover of an Italian import that didn't get 
picked up here a couple of years ago. 
Again in 4 mixes with 3 of them winners. 
A1 is nearest to the original and simple in 
construction. A synth vocal intro, into a 
pounding bassline with nice clear 
production which probably makes the best 
of the voice. A2 is a dub of the highest 
order using cleverly looped bits of the 
vocal and a recognisable noise originally 
from Todd Terry's "A Day In The Life" for 
those who've got good memories. Add a 
solid bassline to the brew and you've got 
a winner. Over on the AA Chris and 
James hit the mark with an uplifting 
anthemic, if at times a little frantic mix for 
the hands in the air crew, a real scream. 
Finally Playboys weigh in with a sparse 
dub for loaded fans. All good stuff.

But his success has been far from 
easy. Management problems, 
coupled with the attitude of major 
label, Sony, have hindered his 
progress and stopped him producing 
the music that he wants to make for 
the public. 



A will to always be creating 
something new stems from the early 
days when he used to DJ at youth 
clubs and local schools with a couple 
of decks and the rest of his crew. He 
was throwing down masterpieces by 
Jazzy Jeff, Man Parish and Africa 
Bambaata, when he realised that a 
little Roland drum machine played 
over the top would enable him to 
make his own interesting new style. 

It was in 1986, when he heard Stu 
Allan playing House music on Picadilly 
Radio, that he knew he must get 
more into making music. 


"House was muc

anti-pop thing ". 
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At first Gerald and his crew (called 
the Scratch Beatmasters, had a 
rapper called MC Tunes. They would 
challenge other crews in the area, 
such as the Spinmasters, who are 
now known as 808 State. When the 
Scratch Beatmaster challenged the 
Spinmasters, they brought down 
loads of speakers and hooked them 
up to the decks. It was then Gerald 
produced his 808 drum machine 
and The Spinmasters were 
completely knocked back.

When Gerald went to do a Peel 
Session for Radio One, Gerald finally 
split up from 808 State. They had 
had a massive argument and things 
were getting nowhere. The next thing 
he knew he was sat down in front of 
the television and 808 State were 
doing a track that he had done 
originally, Pacific State. 

He phoned them up, but it just 
caused another argument, and 808 
State released the track. There was 
nothing he could do. A few months 
later however, he released his own 
piss-take of the track, Pacific 8. 

To get out of the mess with 808 
State, Gerald signed to management 
with some other people who later 
started distributing records under 
the name 'Deltra'. They got Gerald a 
major record deal with Sony, but at 
this time he was searching for a new 
sound, which Sony didn't really give 
him the opportunity to find. They had 
plans to make a commercial success 
out of A Guy Called Gerald.

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When he signed to Sony they said 
that he could have his own label to 
do what he wanted. So he set up 
'Submerge' and thought it would be 
an excellent opportunity. However, 
they thought that Gerald was going 
to write stuff like Voodoo Ray 1 , when 
all he wanted to do was go his own 
way and find that new sound. 
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What a shame. Gerald had spent 
over a year producing the LP and it 
was to no avail. It taught him a big 
lesson, but it didn’t stop him doing 
what he loved to do. He continued 
with his management and they set 
up 'Deltra', a distribution firm that 
distributed all his records for him. 
However, they started to produce 
merchandise behind his back and it 
got to the stage where the 
relationship broke down. Gerald was 
back to square one. 

While all the hassle with Sony and 
Deltra was going on, Gerald had 
teamed up with MC Tunes again. He 
had a sound system called ’Juice 
Box’ which Gerald had put some 
equipment in to. They used to go 
round the streets of Moss Side and 
Manchester blasting out quite 
'Jungle' sounding tracks influenced by 
hip hop, electro and dub raggae. 














Both Gerald and MC Tunes ended 
up taking the name of the sound 
system and using it as the name of 
a record label. Their first release on 
the 'Juice Box’ label was called 
'Digital Bad Boy', a very junglist 
sounding track, that was only out on 
white label on a limited pressing. 
Unfortunately MC Tunes began to 
get more into the rap side of things 
and Gerald began to concentrate on 
the jungle and technical side of it, 
and another split was inevitable. The 
Juice Box label kept going and 
before long there was more 
releases out and the label had well 
and truly caught on. 


Anita, now Geralds management, 
realised his potential after meeting 
him and they now have a massive 
thirt y eight track studio in the middle 
of Manchester that is constantly 
open to the public. They both 
wanted Geralds equipment to be 
more commercially accessible so 
that they could hear things that they 
don't usually get a chance to listen 
to. 
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Gerald will also be doing personal 
mixes of their tracks as well as 
putting tracks out on other labels. 
So look out for them! 
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Obviously the message is to try and 
keep Jungle underground, but at the 
same time let's make sure that the 
music doesn't become stale. Always 
try something different and new 
because people will get bored. 

"Recently people have got it 
all wrong about dance music. 
At one time it was all about 
getting a sound that was 
better than anyone elses. but 
now everyone wants to be the 
same. Really everyone should 
be trying Jo progress and. 
heading for different goals ". 


Well, it's obvious that Gerald is 
progressing and always trying 
different things. He tries his best to 
keep up with everything in the scene 
and goes to a lot of clubs especially 
in London where his favourites are 
Sunday Roast and The Paradise 
Club. He sees it as one big Jungle 
community. 


The other day, though, something 
happened that really upset everyone 
in the community. A Guy Called 
Gerald Leavy said that he created 
Jungle and Gerald wants to set the 
record straight. 


"The kind of music that he'. 
doing is part of it but.only 
small part. It's a British tnir 
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If anyone helped in creating Jungle, it 
would be A Guy Called Gerald. 
However, these days, a lot of DJ's 
won't play his stuff because it's really 
irregular. They like to stick to a 
template of eight-bars. He says that 
he could do eight bar mixes with no 
problem, but everyone seems to be 
doing this these days. He's thinking 
of doing an eight bars DJ friendly LP 
by re-editing all his tracks. 


Due to be released in the next three 
weeks on Juice Box is a vocal track 
which he's remixed off the last Guy 
Called Gerald LP. 

" We 've also finished off the 
new.KGB single which is 
coming gut soon. We don't 
know what it will be called 
yet, but I'm positive it will be. 
a success. KGB have got their 

own sound and that's just 
what I'm looking for". 

Juice Box isn't Geralds only interest 
though and with the start of two new 
labels, Juice Groove and Celestial, 
catering for Garage and Techno 
respectively, they will give him more 
of an outlet to do what he wants to 
do. 

"I did some tracks on Juice 
Box mat weren't reqlly Jungle, 
it was more techno based. 
There were things I couldn 't 
release because they weren 't 
right for the label so I 
decided to start different 
labels. I was putting stuff out 
on Juice Box by 'Ricky Rouge' 
and it was confusing a few 
people ". 

What Gerald does on the Ricky 
Rouge stuff is sing on it to make it a 
bit different, which is why I believe it 
will be a massive success. 

In fact A Guy Called Gerald is a name 
that will be on the tip of your tongue 
for years and years to come, if it 
isn't already. His whole attitude 
towards the scene and the music is 
perfect, and as he said to me, 



Nice one Gerald!! 

Thanx, love and respect to Gerry - 
who has been a massive influence in 
the studio, Anita - da management. 
KGB and of course Gerald.

Upon nearing the venue at approx. 

12.30pm, I could see that there was 
something quite not right. There 
were cars in the car park, but not 
half as many as ! expected to see, 
and only a steady trickle of people 
were going into the venue. 

The line up was strong, with all the 
much respected DJ’s and MC's billed 
to play, there was something 
definitely not right here, and I was 
soon to find out, but more on that 
later. 


The official attendance from ticket 
sales and walk up door payments is 
put at 1500'ish, but the highest 
crowd size in the night was about 
1 TOO, people came and left early - 
feel because of disappointment, and 
their disappointment along with many 
others, [even the promoters) must 
be voiced, again more on that later... 
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The production that was planned 
and paid for, did not turn up, so it 
was left to the Bush Doctor crew to 
make the best of a bad job, and 
what they did was pretty good 
considering all the things that were 
done to them, 
to undermine 
their attempt 
at giving the 
"people" what 
they felt they 
wanted. 


MC’s Bassman, Five □, Navigator, 
Lenny and all the other MC’s did a 
wicked job and buzzed the crowd and 
enhanced the music - Big Respects 2 
U all.

Upstairs in the

When DJ 
R.Q.A.R. came 
on, the place 
went wild - 
definitely a name 
of the future to 
watch out for, 
believe me (and 
he was a stand¬ 
by!).

The people who were there all looked 
as if they were up for it, and as 
reflected in the pictures had a good 
time. Lots of happy faces - enjoying 
themselves, which at the end of the 
day is what it’s about, music, people 
and the scene. 

The sound was dear, but not loud 
enough, the sound engineer was 
asked repeatedly to increase the 
volume, but said he couldn’t due to 
the fact that there were, "Not 
enough people in to soak up the bass 
and it makes the building vibrate!!". 





It was well laid out to give everyone a 
good view of the stage, raised 
platforms had been used on the 
floor to full advantage, large 
inflateable balls were suspended 
from the roof along with drapes, 
backdrops and netting. A large 
"Lion" and Bush Doctor banner was 
hung rear stage behind the jocks. 


Dancers Bass X and Effective, did 
and gave 100% on the night and did 
a brilliant job - with their routines 
and costumes - Respect. 

All the jocks of the night in the main 
arena did all they could for the 
crowd, Bad Bwoy T ripped it up and 
was well received by the crowd, big 
up your chest - T! The only names 
absent from the roll of honour on 
this night were: Micky Finn - ? 
Jumping Jack Frost - came 30 mins 
late, and as a stand by jock had 
been used, could not go straight 
away, so he left! and MRB - Banged 
up, the authorities wouldn’t let him 
out to play! Spoil sports.

All in all a very enjoyable night out 
and everyone I spoke to, which was 
quite a few, said it was a good night. 
It could and would have been better, 
but the main statement made was - 
happy vibes, happy people, happy 
house - Respect Bush Doctor Crew. 

Now on to the more serious side. It 
seems that a few things had been 
done as I said, to undermine this 
party, have we now come to this??? 

Come on, let’s not do what the 
authorities and establishment have 
been trying to do and failed thus far - 
destroy our scene!! But if these 
things are allowed to go on - we will 
destroy it from within!! 



All DJ's had been 100% booked, 
confirmed, and 50% paid up front, 
why then did some not show? - or 
even phone to say why they couldn't 
make it, will the crew get a refund? 
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Why, when a certain production 
crew was booked, did a different 
production crew turn up, without the 
equipment that had been asked for, 
paid for and booked! Do the crew get 
a refund? 

Were the security on the night - 
extra heavy - or was that just 
everyone thinking that way! Why 
were people turned away? Why were 
the Bush Doctors own crew 
subjected to a search, as were 
jocks, MC's, PA's and VIP's ? When 
other promoters were allowed to 
enter - unsearched!? Why was the 
sound kept at such a low level, but if 
the sound crew had been "sorted" it 
could have been turned up! I was 
told!! - Bad news. 


Why were the dancers not allowed 
to take in their own water, sweets, 
yoghurts etc? Why were they not 
allowed to chill in the changing 
rooms? 

Why were flyers left in shops in 
various areas and not seen? All the 
things have been checked and 
confirmed with a number of people 
and at face value are correct. 

All performers on the night were 
paid the rest of their wages for their 
work, thank you for your hard work it 
IS appreciated by those that count - 
the people. 

Are other crews frightened that they 
may lose their customers? I have 
one thing to say, "People will vote 
with their feet - give them what they 
want and they WILL walk your way, 
don't give them what they want and 
they WILL walk away". 

Bush Doctor Crew - BIG RESPECT'S, 
the people will know the cru - watch 
out for their next events - 23/24 
July, Notts, and 5 August, Notts, 
they can't keep a good thing down! 

I'm not trying to diss anyone, but it's 
hard enough, and expensive enough 
to put on a party. Working against 
the "establishment", "authorities and 
the like" without having to work 
against other people making it 
harder. Isn't the scene about 
togetherness, unity, having fun and 
enjoying ourselves? 

We should work together, 
remember "Tbgether we 
stand - divided we fair 1 .

Sole Fusion - Strictly Rhythm 

If you used to go to Rage, at Heaven in 1990- 9* 
you would have heard myself and Grooveride' 
playing trax like this all night. Strictly Rhythm ■ 
kept a high standard. Since their first ever release 
by someone called Tylon many years ago. This 
track is reminiscent of old trax by Untouchabies 
Underground Solution and DV8. All of those 
tracks featured giant basslines, moody keyboa r :s 
and a pumpin 808 kickdrum. This is old Skool 
house and a reminder that this is where all the 
underground hardcore tracks of today have cor- 
from. 


My Life Keeps Changing 
Top Buzz -P. P. 9. 

In many ways a follow up to the 1992 Living In 
Darkness 1 . Jason along with Mikey B has come 
up with a strong next release. Incorporating 
vocals, strings and big bassline, along with a 
crisp break, they've come up with a fresh original 
track. It won’t be to everyones taste with the 
current trend in happy hardcore and jungle, but 
one to definitely check out. 


Trouble * Jo Cardiwell - 8 Ball Records 

House music is going through a strange phase at 
the moment. A lot of people find house too light 
wight and wispy for their liking. I feel the problem 
with house is that it is getting too fast and noisy. 
This is what I call "House Music". Soulful vocals, 
great production and two good dub mixes. Quite 
similar to Beautiful People', real deep house, a 
track which puts most of the soppy tripe that they 
call 'Deep House, to shame. 


Still Life - Rufige Kru - Reinforced 

In my views I like to feature tracks by people who 
have kept a high standard of excellence over the 
years. Rufige Kru's Goldie has a lot to be proud 
of with tracks like Angel, Sinister, Menace and 
Ghosts along with various remixes amongst his 
credits Still Life is another change in direction. 
Never content with sticking to one formula Still 
Life' is sound proof that he II be around for years 
to come. Using a big studio sound and different 
rhythm changes it will be a bit too melodic for 
those who like monotonous riffs, but for someone 
like me, this is a breath of fresh air. 



The Techno Trance EP - (Hyperact 
Remixes) - Bass Generator Records 

WeH, at present, Scotland seems to be the only 
place churning out “Happy Gabba", as I like to 
call it! This is the 20th release for Bass 
Generator Records and it's fucking great! The A 
side is a meaty blend of heavy 909 drums, 
breakbeats, catchy hooks and mad analogue 
sequencing, whilst the B side “The Jimmy 
Cokehill Experience" is more on the happy tip, 
with a superb string breakdown that lifts the 
crowd to its highest. Then all mayhem is let 
loose when the beats kick back in!! if the bouncy 
Scottish techno vibe is your thing, then this 
should be in your box - Nuff said! 

Water Pistol - (Squirt/Splash) 

Bass Generator Records 

Another very strong release this month from the 
same label is a tuff 2 tracker from Water Pistol. 
The A side "Squirt", goes for a more breakbeat 
approach, however, it's still underpinned by 
punchy kick drums, overlaid by some monster 
keyboard stabs that really deliver - The B side 
goes for a very happy feel, with its galloping 
basslines, bouncy rhythms and catchy tunes -1 
would put this on a par with "Feel The Panic", by 
Forcemass Motion for happiness!! Great EP with 
great crowd response.Headware - (Force Fields 
Vol. 1) - Weird Beard Records. 

Moving to Germany next for a label I've only just 
discovered, but it's already on its 6th release - 
Weird Beard Records. The artist in question is 
Headware A.K.A. Biochip. 


One of Germany's best breakbeat/techno 
producers (and one of my faves too) - and once 
again he delivers the goods with a firing four 
track happy, breakbeat EP that rips up the dance 
floor - If you like breakbeats but, are bored of 
jungle, then this could be a breath of fresh air for 
you the germans have some crazy and original 
ideas, so it's worth checking out their material. 

Fourtrezz - (4 track EP) - Trashcan Records 

Next up, is a new label from the land of green • 
Holland. Trashcan Records is the name and if 
the first release is anything to go by, it looks 
very promising indeed - 4 thumping, uptempo 
techno workouts of varying intensity, that whip 
the crowd into a frenzy and then some! - This EP 
is fast and hard, but is by no means distorted 
gabba and as a result works well on most dance 
floors - well worth seeking out. 

Meteor Seven - (Signs Of Life/K.S.) 

Fire Records 

Chilling out slightly now for the 8th release on 
Fire Records the off shoot label of Low Spirit 
Records, owned and run by the infamous 
Westbam, "Signs Of Life", is a great track full of 
energy with roiling breakbeats, catchy riffs and 
lots of strings to give a great atmospheric lifter 
of a tune, idea! for giving the crowd a break but, 
keeping the vibe in place. Flip it over and "K.S." 
delivers a slightly slower but still very strong 
techno galloper with some influences from the 
UK "Progressive" house sound - All in all a solid 
package from our German friends. 


Mass Hypnosis - (DJungie Flow) 

Rave Records 

Back to Holland again and No.36 for Rave 
Records, the very popular Dutch techno label - 
The title track "DJungie Flow' is a great piano 
stomper which sounds as though it's made just 
for the UK market, with its catchy hooks, stabs 
and breaks - Wicked!! The 2 flipside tracks are 
not to be ignored either - "Artcore" gives us a 
good stomp out with its mentasm sounds and 
Public Enemy samples whilst "Jammin 'n' 
Sfammin" goes for a tribal breakbeat sound that 
is quite hypnotic - Another great EP from Rave 
Records that isn't noisy and distorted, but clean 
and crisp - Spot on! 

Once again Pm outta time and space for 
this issue but here's some more tracks 

worth looking out for: 

1. Naughty Naughty Vol.9 & 10 - Happy 
breakbeat to the max. 

2. Mental Theo and Clearly Lownoise - 
Live In London" - Pumpin' piano rave 
techno from Holland. 

3. Bass X - "Hardkore Disko pt.3" * Another 
great remix of a UK techno anthem. 

4. Lord Disko - "Saturday Hardcore Fever 
EP" - 3 track techno EP. STOMPIN'! 

Don't forget if you need to contact me for 
whatever reason give me a call on 0585 252802. 
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Finding the venue was relatively easy 
[especially as I was driving through 
London for my first ever time) just 
ask in the petrol fore courts. If you 
want to go by train then it's only two 
minutes walk from Farringdon tube, 
which in turn is not far from Euston 
station. Once we were in, the club 
appeared to have a relaxed 
atmosphere, but not as busy as I 
expected it to be. 


Don't be put off by this. Make no 
mistake Eurobeat is seriously busy 
considering it is staged on a 
Thursday night in London after all!! 
The promoter had apparently been 
away for two weeks and the flyers 
were not printed in time. As the night 
progressed, the place started to fill 
up with the locals and some 
European students took up residence 
in the club. 

Eternity Magazine had a high profile 
that evening with contributor Alex 
Hazzard and even Eternity’s own 
Mark E G, his set was not too hard, 
but just good vibes, made even 
better by smooth flowing mixes. The 
crowd responded by filling up the 
dance floor. I'd heard how 'hyper' 
Mark performed on the decks, but 
nothing prepared me for what he did 
to the crowd. The energy flowing 
from him was electric!! He was even 
dancing away when he was mixing 
records. He must have had his vibes 
channelled into the mixer which blew 
it out to the crowd.

Firstly I must let 
you know, that my 
planned visit to see 
Nostradamus's 
portrait and grave 
has been re - 
scheduled to later 
in the year, for 
reasons which are 
too complicated to 
go into, but take it 
from me, it will 
happen and you 
will exclusively see 
and read about it 
first in Eternity. 

As you can expect I have been flat 
out keeping myself busy on my own 
travels. In the last issue of A New 
Sound I spoke to you about a new 
laser suit which I was due to be 
wearing for the first time anywhere, 
a Scottish audience of 5,000 at 
Rezerection in Edinbrugh on April 
2nd got to see it and take it from 
me, they won't forget it either. After 
appearing at Rezerection I can 
honestly say the 14 hour drive from 
the South of England to Scotland 
was not a disappointment. How 
relieved I was to see that the 
attitude was NOT a stiff one by the 
Scottish audience at Rez. Although it 
was sometimes impossible to 
understand what anyone was saying 
because of their accents, I was 
assured to know they were pleasant 
by the tidal wave of grins and smiles 
on their faces. As I began to DJ in 
Scotland for the first time I knew 
that they were going to be in for a 
startling surprise. 

As I began to DJ at Rez, many 
people stood still for about 10 
minutes not because of bad quality 
sound, mixing or music, but because 
of "pure shock", but once the crowd 
started to understand what kind of 
DJ I was, they then realised that 
they should get their minds and 
body's ready for a journey to a place 
they had only dreamed of ever 
seeing. 



c As I combined music such as 
'Vangelis, Jean Michel Jarre, 
classical and choir music such as 
Vangelis's Jerusalem with hard 
techno, it seemed hard for people to 
realise where they were for about 
10 minutes. This combination of 
music may sound a big turn off to 
some people, but then again, to 
jump from an airplane to sky dive 
also sounds a big turn off to some 
people, but thousands do it, as it is 
a big thrill and a huge adrenaline 
rush. So why not give a crowd of 
5,000 the same body experience. 
One particular track many of you 
seemed to ask me about was a 
record described by many as the Old 
Spice track (as taken from the after 
shave T.V advert]. 

Well this track is one of my 
anthems, I have been playing for 5 
years and is available on T.Z. Volume 
9, which is taken from my mix tape 
collection, available from the address 
at the end of this article. This tape is 
the same DJ set I was playing at 
Rezerection. Later on in the night I 
performed a P.A, The Ascid Project. 
As I appeared on stage the crowd 
saw the first exclusive viewing of the 
laser suit which I was wearing, the 
response from the crowd was 
"deafening" and it made me realise 
that the 2 weeks it took to make it 
was worth it! Another unique part of 
the P.A. that many people did not 
have knowledge of, was the sound 
that we used in the music for the 
P.A. For a few moments imagine 
this. 

A laser beam of light, as seen at 
Rezerection and many large parties, 
now imagine: That laser beam of 
light turned into a sound. 

Well that's the sound that I was 
using in the P.A. and what you were 
all dancing to. As the P.A. began to 

kick in with the first track "The 

* 

Techno Wave", it took people by 
total surprise. After the first track 
had ended I was then joined on 
stage by 2 monks and 1 nun 
carrying candles. The crowd then 
realised the place they had only 
dreamed of ever seeing had arrived 
in Scotland. I then proceeded into 
the second track, "Tears Of The Acid 
Puppet". 


Once Tears Of The Acid Puppet had 
mashed some brain cells of the 
crowd, I then proceeded into 
"Nostradamus", I was joined on 
stage once again by Sister Sue - the 
nun, Brother Charlton and Brother 
Dave - the monks. 

But the crowd was still yet to reach 
the climax of the P.A. "The Laser 
Sound". As the final track "Time” 
came into effect with the laser 
sound, it mashed the remaining 
brain cells of the crowd I had missed 
earlier in the P.A. As the laser 
sounds from the huge sound system 
came in, it even shocked me and 1 
knew what was coming', so I can 
only come to the conclusion it totally 
sorted the crowd out 'good and 
proper'. This night was also filmed 
and will be used in a video that will 
feature the Ascid Project at 
numerous events this year, it will be 
released later this year so stay 
tuned because it will also be showing 
the laser suit in the full effect. 

The laser sound was not noted as an 
attraction of the flyer which I was 
pleased to see, as too much hype 
would have left people disappointed 
in the outcome of the P.A. but the 
crowd responded to the laser 
sounds in a ballistic way, which goes 
to show delivering the goods on the 
night is how to make an impression! 

The Rezerection event over all was 
excellent, many people in the crowd 
said to me it was their best event to 
date. Also appearing on the night 
was C.J.Bolland, pictured with me, 
from left to right is MC Robbie Dee, 
Easygroove and Colin Dale, on the 
right. 

















































































If you have purchased the mix tapes 
from Helter Skelter check out the 
last 10 minutes of his tape as it has 
the applause recorded from the last 
appearance of the laser suit in full 
effect with MC Man Parris on the 
mic. Once again the Helter Skelter 
organisation provided another night 
to remember. 



The Kinetic Techno night on April 
22nd, was also an extremely tense 
night of hard enjoyable techno, with 
Frank De Wolf from Europe making 
an appearance. The next time I will 
be appearing at Club Kinetic will be 
June 24th, just DJing. In the last 
issue of A New Sound, I said I would 
be doing a P.A. at the techno night 
on 22nd April, the P.A. was not 
performed due to club Kinetic 
cancelling it 2 weeks before, so I am 
sorry if you travelled a long way to 
see the P.A. with the laser sound. 
Overall Kinetic kicked as usual to the 
stomping techno that it is known for. 
Helter Skelter on April 29th was also 
a good event, you should have 
attended the Sanctuary, the techno 
drome was at least 100 degrees in 
heat, due to 2 of the 4 high powered 
industrial cooling fans breaking down, 
which left the techno drome 
unbearable after about 2 o'clock. I 
myself was wearing the laser suit 
and after about 30 minutes I thought 
I was going to collapse with 
exhaustion in the heat, and could 
have kissed Dave Angel as he 
relieved me from my DJ set at 2 
o'clock, I then directly went outside to 
cool my body down for 2 hours. 
Hopefully there will be more fans on 
standby next time, just in case any 
go down again. 


I will not be appearing on the radio 
station called Dark F.M. any more as 
it has changed hands and is now 
called After Dark, this new 
organisation called After Dark has 
nothing to do with the original 
organisers of Dark F.M. and I would 
like to thank Danny and Cheryl for 
looking after me when I was playing 
the original station Dark F.M. and 
would just like to say to Banbury and 
the surrounding areas which Dark F.

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My first experience of Ecstasy was 
with a friend in the park. I felt 
wonderfully alive, taking deep 
breaths and enjoying everything in 
the most natural way. And I was 
able to see clearly that in my 
'normal' state I had censored joy 
from my life: eight years before I 
had been cheated, and ever since I 
had weighed myself down with 
resentment - until then. The 
experience got me out of a rut that I 
dian 't know I was in, and I never 
looked back. My reaction was to try 
to persuade ravers to make better 
use of their E as I had done - until I 
rienced what it was like to get 
on at a rave! 

There are many valuable ways of 
using Ecstasy, but people tend to 
stick with die one they first 
experience and find it hard to 
teve that any other way can be 
as good. For instance, I recently 
interviewed a devout monk who 
occasionally uses MDMA, and for 
him the drug opens a channel 
giving him direct access to God. He 
had never experienced other ways 
of taking E, and was horrified to 
think or teenagers dropping Es for 


expei 
oft at 



ive been raped, find 
that the drug allows them to 
remember and relive horrific 
experiences that they had 
suppressed - very useful, but not 
much fun. Some people use Ecstasy 
for sorting out their relationship: 
others for playing music and other 
forms of art; there are people who 
use it for rituals; solving design 
problems and even for athletic 
events. 


I have explored some of these 
myself to try to find out what is 
going on - how can the same drug 
result in dramatically different 
experiences ? I believe the 
fundamental effect is to block the 
'censure' in each of us, the part that 
persuades us not to let go but to 
remain cool and play safe to avoid 
making fools of ourselves or 
revealing our weakness. Jo survive 
in the world, we each build up a 
defence system consisting of a 
personality that is good at relating 
to others without giving away what 
we really feel. 


This helps to protect us, providing 
an emotional shield against being 
hurt. The trouble is that the shield 
becomes a habit that we never let 
go of, and it prevents us from 
expressing ourselves freely, even 
when we want to. 


Ecstasy removes this 'personality 
shield and allows us to poor 
energy and feelings in the direction 
we are already facing - which is 
why people have such strong and 
different experiences. 

Ecstasy not only removes inhibition, 
but its speediness provides us with 
energy to explore and indulge. 

This is the real danger of MDMA: 
when people are not prepared to be 
exposed, or the situation changes 
from one where we feel accepted 
and safe to one where we feel 
threatened, then it can be too much 
to handle without our protective 
shield - especially for people who 
didn 't even realise they had a shield 
in the first place. 

But what of the physical dangers? 
Does Ecstasy damage nerve 
endings? Or may it have long term 
effects? The cause of rave deaths 
was overheating and, thank God, 
has almost stopped since people 
learned to drink plenty of water 
and cool out. Other deaths 
definitely resulting from MDMA 
have been due to indirect causes 
such as heart attacks, accidents or . 
liver failure, but MDMA does not kill 
normal healthy people who look 
after themselves. I have carefully 
followed everypiece of research 
and discussed findings with most of 
the scientists involved. In spite of 
massive attempts to find physical 
damage to brains, it has only been 
founain animals given higher doses 
than humans. The most alarming 
trial showed that people who had 
used Ecstasy about 100 times over 
5 years haa spinal fluid similar to 
monkeys' whose nerve endings 
were damaged - but the same trial 
showed that the Ecstasy users 
showed no ill-effects and were "less 
impulsive, more harm-avoident, 
and have decreased indirect 
hostility" - in plain English that 
means E users are more peaceful 
and have less agro. and if there are 
long term effects, they may even be 
beneficial. However, I personally 
don't like the idea of causing any 
long term effect, just in case it turns 
out bad, so my advice is to keep E 
for occasionaf special events. 

Or you may wish to ploy safe by 
taking a capsule of Prozac each 
time you take E, as animal 
experiments show that this prevents 
damage to nerve endings. 
Incidentally, some people react far 
more strongly than others, so that 
first time users should try a small 
dose. 


The other danger is that the 

'Ecstasy' you take is not MDMA - 
last year none of 13 samples of 
'Ecstasy' bought in Manchester 
contained MuMA when analysed. 
Though several contained drugs 
with similar effects but less warmth 
like MDA and MDEA, none was 
MDMA, leading to the conclusion 
that there must be more than a few 
people who have taken E several 
rimes, but have never experienced 
the 'real thing '.The myth, however, 
is that 'snidey E' contains poisons - 
none has been found on analysis 
either here, in the States or in 
Holland (where street samples are 
regularly analysed). I looked into 
claims in Time Out last autumn that 
rat poison, heroin and ground glass 
was being sold as Ecstasy and 
established that they were false - 
but the editor refused to publish a 
retraction, apparently preferring to 
keep readers misled than to admit 
the mistake. When you take 'E' it 
may well be another drug, but even 
so any unpleasant effects are 
probably due to your situation or 
state of mind, including worrying 
about being poisoned. 

So how do you tell a good E from a 
bad one? There is no immediate 
way of testing quality, and even the 
very crude testing done in Holland 
is not allowed here. But MDMA 
does have a distinctive taste, and 
though its not the nicest flavour it 
does provide an immediate way of 
telling E from Vim. Its possible to 
taste quality and even the strength, 
but you do need practice to develop 
a connoisseurs palate. Most people 
buy 'brands' they know are good, 
but whenever a brand gets a good 
reputation along come dud 
lookalikes, so you need to compare 
every detail very carefully.

Our established readers will realise 
this month is the aniversary of our 
interview with Man Parris, last year. 
So this was an opportunity to give 
our new and increased readership, 
an insight into one of the most 
established MC's on the scene. 

Man Parris, or Jeff to his friends, 
has been MC'ing for around 7 years, 
right back to the days when he would 
DJ Hip Hop and Soul. Jeff has spent 
the last year concentrating on 
getting back into the clubs, but only 
working for certain people and 
blanking others. Over the years he 
has built up a picture of where he 
wants to work, and who for! His 
name has appeared on flyers for the 
most respected events, at Helter 
Skelter's recent event Jeff displayed 
an extraodinary performance of 
fusion with music, proving himself as 
good as he’s always been, if not 
better. We asked Jeff what made 
that night so special for him? 

"As soon as I walked in, the 
vibe just went through me, 
lifted me up, the atmosphere 
was there as soon as I walked 
in, when there's a vibe like that 
man, you just go with the flow." 

The crowd at Helter Skelter were 
feeding off Man Parris, as soon as 
he went on the mic the crowd 
reaction was unbelievable, and for a 
lot of people this was one of the best 
nights experienced for a long time. 
However not all events have such an 
electric vibe, many promoters in the 
Midlands are complaining that 
increased attitude problems are 
causing them to move location up 
and down the country, this is 
something we are currently looking 
into. As Jeff is resident in the 
Midlands for Pandemonium at 
Mr.B's in Wiidenhall, we asked for 
his opinion of the club and the 
attitude? 

‘1he club is always rocking, no 
bad attitude, some weeks I see 
a group with an attitude, they 
stand out like a sore thumb, I'll 
shout out "Oh you, attitude 
posse!," they soon leave, that's 

my job. The thing is I'm doing 

them a favour, they just look 
silly standing their with an 


Jeff enjoys working for Pandemonium 
because they give him respect for 
what he is doing. 

"They treat me like Jeff, when I 
walk in they simply say "Hi'ya 
Jeff, how's it going? Get on the 
mic then as soon as possible", 
and I'm straight on there 'cause 
they know I love it. A lot of 
promoters have gone down the 
drain, I could see it coming, 
they weren 7 putting money 
back into the rave scene, just 
buying their big cars, they 
weren 7 putting anything back 
in, so how were they going to 
survive. They couldn't get 
smaller because they had got 
bigger, they had to keep putting 
on these big raves. 
Pandemonium show me real 
respect, I give 100% and expect 
100% in return, that's what I 
get. With a lot of promoters It 
was down to that evil thing 
called money, being expected to 
take the same wage as crap 
MC's when it was obvious I was 
better than them, they were 
taking the mickey. “ 

Jeff spends the majority of his time 
on the stage, he is the first person 
usually to see (or feel] a problem in 
the crowd. Well against the people 
with an attitude, but why do these 
people come in with the intention of 
trouble, and what would he say to 
these people? 

"I don't know, there obviously 
selling something or looking for 
easy picking. They want to get a 
life and sort it out! They stick 
out, obviously not there for the 
same reason as everyone else, 
they are spotted quickly, given 
their money back and asked to 
leave". 


But Jeff feels the scene is now 
changing, and things look like they 
could soon get a lot better. He 
acknowledges the music is changing, 
his personal favourite being what he 
described as Mature music. DJ’s he 
enjoys most at the moment would be 
Slipmatt and Doc Scott. But what 
about Grooverider, last year this was 
one of his favourites? 

"I haven't been booked with him 
for ages, if I have then there has 
been about 20 MC's waiting to 
go on, I'm not into the fighting 
game" 


Jeff used to take notice of the rivalry 
between MC's, but now just goes in 
and does his job. He asks for the 
mic, and if the person who’s got it 
refuses, he just walks off. As far as 
he's concerned it's up to the 
organiser to sort it out! Man Parris 
has seen a lot of changes but what 
does he foresee for the future of the 
scene? 

"At the moment I feel there is a 
big shake up going on, 
organisations are going down 
hill fast, but the ones that are 
meant to be, will last out. With 
my work, I'm quite happy with 
the way things are going. 

People go to an event to get 
sorted, by the music, the MC 
and the vibe. We need more 
people to stop running to the 
mellow, real hardcore people. 
Everybody thinks the Jungle has 
gone dark, but its come out of 
that now, I want to see all the 
old poses back bringing the vibe 
with them". 
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But does Jeff think the scene will 
last out? 

"Yeh, it peaked with the 
commercial explosion, I don't 
mean the hardcore, I mean the 
mellow, the hardcore got left 
behind. It's going back 
underground. Bring back the 
illegal parties, that will prove 
the money that is being thrown 
away over something that 
causes no problems at all 
really. I can 7 understand it, 
they plough money into football 
matches and all that business, 
at raves they don't even need 
all the police on horses, I just 
don t get it. Wasting tax payer's 
money that could be creating 
jobs." 

Music plays a big role in the life of 
Jeff, if he misses a week from the 
dance floor it does have an effect, 
he listens to a lot of music at home, 
it tells him what to do, shows him 
which way to go. Air you Jungalist's 
out there will be surprised to hear 
that Jeff is also resident at The 
Leisuredrome in Howden, a Techno 
club, so he enjoys MC’ing to 
different types of music. But what is 
his formula? 

“Pretend your standing out 
there and what would you like 
to hear, feed off the audience, 
up North you seem to be 
ignored but down South, 
especially the West Midlands, 
you are taken more seriously." 

Jeff does not sit down and write his 
lyrics, he will sit down and write 
songs, one after another, but the 
lyrics just come with the vibe from 
the people, and the music that's 
being played by the DJ. He tells us 
he will just pep up the crowd when 
they need it. He did used to get 
annoyed when people used his 
lyrics, but tells us they just sound 
stupid if they don't get it right, so 
he's not really bothered. 

His life has certainly progressed 
since a year ago, he is presently in 
the process of buying a club in his 
local area of Coventry with a 
capacity of 5QQ, he has planned a 
mellow and hardcore night the club 
could begin by the end of this 
month, trading under the name of 
Bearnecessities Promotion, so keep 
your eyes open for flyers and further 
details. 


As well as the other projects that 
Jeff is busy with, he still plans to 
release the track he has been 
working on for some time, 
unfortunately problems had 
continually fallen in his way. This 
interview coincides with the news 
that the release could soon follow 
but what problems has he found on 
the way? 

"I travelled to London to meet 
someone as agreed, when I got 
there I was met by a big iron 
door, no one was in, all that 
way for nothing, so I blanked 
him." 

Determined to go on, Jeff has 
recently approached Doc Scott to 
assist with his record, and although 
he has tried already with quite a few 
people he hopes that at last he will 
have success. So after all the 
previous problems, people letting 
him down, people stealing his ideas, 
why has he became involved with 
Doc Scott, why not do the track 
himself? 

"Doc Scott kno ws me inside out, 
he only lives down the road. I 
was just interested to know if 
he wanted to do it with me, if 
not it's no sweat because he's 
into his Hardcore Jungle, if not 
I will sort it out! 


I've got loads of songs ready, 

I'd like to put them all down on 
an LP. I can write songs, I can 
sing, but when it comes down to 
playing a piano, well ." 

The record will be called The 
Sacrifice 1 , its about sacrificing a part 
of your life, whether is going in the 
nick, going down on drugs, whether 
you lose a brother, as Jeff points 
out, everyone sacrifices something, 
even if its sacrificing one night to go 
out the next. All his songs have 
meaning, believe, I've heard them. 
Lets hope that Jeff soon has this 
track out, spreading some 
understanding . 

We would like to finish by wishing 
Jeff well, we will assist in anyway 
that we can, to help with the 
completion of the track. We will keep 
you updated in future issues but 
leave Jeff the final word.

/Is soon as we received the 
flyer we knew that Friday the 
17th June was going to he a 
night to remember. The event 
was a Fusion allnighter to be 
held at the Rhythm Station - 
Aldershot. 

We had already been lucky enough to 
experience a couple of Fusion's 
parties at both Southampton 
Guildhall and Farnbourgh Recreation 
Centre, and we're sure that anyone 
else who has been to a Fusion event 
will agree that they are rapidly 
becoming the number 1 rave 
organisers. 

The aim of the Fusions promoters 
Jeff and his partner Chris, is to 
create a party atmosphere for 
ravers, which is happy with a capital 
H! In their attempt to create this 
unique and long sought after 
atmosphere they are supported by 
DJ’s Ramos, Supreme, Slipmatt and 
Druid, The line-up on this particular 
night also including Vibes, Dougal, 
Seduction, and Vynal Groover, plus 
what had to be the highlight of the 
evening - the PA by Sunset Regime. 
This is the third time we've seen the 
PA and we can only say they keep 
getting better! 

After the five hour journey from 
Cornwall to Aldershot we arrived at 
the club - finding it was no trouble 
and we were able to park fairly close 
by. On entering the Rhythm Station 
we were relieved to find that there 
was no queue [although we were one 
and a half hours late) and also no 
search on the door, sometimes us 
girls get it easy!) 

The heat in this place just hit us as 
soon as we walked into the room - as 
did the banging sound system. The 
venue isn't that big [around 800 
capacity). It was decorated with 
some mad backdrops and there was 
also a pretty good lazer performance 
going on. 


The main room also had loads of 
dance platforms and levels which we 
kept failing off and walking into - lost 
it crew! DJ Supreme and Vynal 
Groover were playing back to back 
when we arrived, as a replacement 
for DH Hype who unfortunately hadn't 
turned up. The crowd obviously 
weren't disappointed, in fact they 
were loving it and the venue was 
becoming increasingly packed. 

Before things really got going we 
decided to check out the 'alternative' 
room upstairs. This room has a 
massive fan blowing a force 10 gale 
at everyone - nice touch but it should 
have been in the main room where 
the heat was really too much. There 
was also a third room upstairs, there 
was no music in here although you 
could hear what was being played 
next door in the Garage room. This 
small but cooler room had a few 
tables and chairs and provided a 
welcome relief for many people. 

Back downstairs in the main room 
DJ Druid played the set of the night, 
banging out his brilliant techno 
accompanied by MG Sharky. Druid 
really played to the crowd who were 
showing their appreciation by going 
completely mad. Both the DJ and the 
crowd were soaking up the 
atmosphere, and by the time the PA 
went on everyone was in a right 
frenzy. 

Sunset Regime took everyone by 
storm. The centre platform which 
had earlier been packed with raving 
loonies, was quickly and orderly 
cleared to make room for Donna to 
do her stuff. What can we say? This 
woman's voice is something else - the 
whole venue was brought to a 
gobsmacked standstill as she belted 
out the remixes of 'SunshineVGotta 
Believe' and 'Journey' along with 
Ramos and Rick on the keyboards 
and DJ Supreme on the mic. (who 
we thought gave the best MC'ing 
performance of the night - respect 
due). 


Vinyl Groover played yet another set, 
despite the fact he wasn't even 
flyered - this is one 'up and coming" 
DJ to watch out for. He played a 
right blinding set followed by the ever 
popular DJ Dougal. Dougal's choice 
of tracks is spot on but we think that 
he needs to learn to mix properly or 
stick to making records. [Perhaps he 
just had a bad night). 

At 3'0'Clock Seduction made his way 
to the decks. His slightly Jugalistic 
set came as a welcome relief from 
the madness, and reminded many 
people of the need to breathe and 
take 5. Credit where credits due 
though, when he dropped the acid 
line of ’Rogue' the response was 
unbelievable. We were just on our 
way upstairs to the rehab centre 
when low and behold there we were 
yet again losing it completely. 

The last set of the night was DJ 
Slipmatt's, who carried on with 
Seduction's Jugalistic vibe for a short 
while before doing what we all know 
and love him for [happy toons!).

Breakbeat is finally getting the same 
recognition as techno and trance 
across Europe with festivals 
spreading far and wide and 6,000 
strong raves being immediate sell¬ 
outs. The involvement of British DJ's 
is increasing with spinners such as 
Hype, Sy, Dougal and LTJ Bukem 
regularly playing out there. 

I flew into Germany on Saturday 21st 
May to MC at a rave in a town called 
Meinheim, approx. 60 miles from 
Frankfurt. This was a small warm up 
party before the main event 
"Euphoria" the following day for 
1,500 people. The venue was an 
unused warehouse and the DJ's 
included Sasha,Base Face Frankfurts 
No. 1 and Englands Ellis Dee who 
had the place rocking. The vibe was 
the same as that created by Club 
Kinetic, in Stoke-On-Trent, England. 


Euphoria: The venue is actually 
situated in the basement of 
Frankfurt airport and has three 
large rooms, plus chillout lounges 
with sofas, beanbags and cushions 
for everybody's comfort. This event 
was the first major breakbeat party 
to take place in Frankfurt and was a 
7,000 ticket sell out. The venue 
capacity is 3,500 and the event was 
held for 24 
hours to 
accommodate 
all the ravers. 

The doors were 
opened at 12 
midnight with a 
healthy queue 
already forming 
outside and 
security were 
performing 
efficient 
searches to 
ensure a fast 
flow of people 
into the venue. 

With the clock 
striking 12, the 
party began, 
and in the hardcore arena DJ's 
were playing from England were, C- 
Smooth, my main man Carl Cox, 
Brian Gee, Micky Finn, DJ Dextrous 
from Suburban Base Records in 
London, a live P.A. by 'The Kings Of 
The Jungle', LTJ Bukem, Peshay and 
guest DJ Randal. C-Smooth opened 
up the show for England playing a 
happy breakbeat set which sent the 
crowd wild, followed by myself and 
Carl Cox playing a variety of jungle 
slicing into happy hardcore then 
chopping up some techno for the 
grand finale. 

Sadly, the London DJ's were not 
flavour of the month with this 
German crowd and when I wondered 
into the hardcore rush room later 
on, Peshay was playing to an empty 


No disrespect to the London boys, 
they are the best in their field, but 
they were not what this Euphoria 
crowd wanted, they had come for 
breakbeat and a variety, not 100% 
drum r n' bass. 

I then decided to venture into the 
techno room where the DJ Tanith 
graced the wheels of steel and had 

the whole 
crowd in 
the palm of 
his hand, 
nuff said!! 

It was now 
time to 
check out 
the garage 
room 
where I 
was 

enchanted 
by the 
sounds of 
house, and 
the sight of 
smiling 
faces and 
bottoms swinging from left to right. 
Last but not least was the chillout 
room where I was taken to another 
musical dimension by DJ's Dominic 
Woofey, Alex Azary, and DJ Maya, 
playing the sounds of the ambient to 
put your mind at rest. The event was 
finished off by Germany's Sven Vath, 
bringing everyone back to the ground 
in one piece. 

Euphoria will take place twice a year 
at the Dorian Grey venue. I've also 
been informed that a CD compilation 
will be available for the next Euphoria 
in October. I personally rated the 
production levels in each room, 10 
out of ID, every time.

The response to last months article has been unbelievable, many questions have been asked the purpose of this 
article is to give an update on the situation and give you the answers to some of the questions asked. The most 
important thing that should be expressed is this bill will affect everyone, not just ravers, but every single person 
in the country, this is the removal of civil and human rights, so much for a democracy. 

If you want to help fight against the bill, here's your chance to speak whilst you can. You can write to your MP, 
the appropriate members of the House Of Lords, or the National / local newspapers. The letter you write 
should be polite and courteous as an abusive letter will not help. If you are writing to Conservative MP's or peers 
you should stress the following points; 

7. The offensive measures in the bill will not be successful in producing the results the Government intends. 

2. They will in many ways be counter-productive, and will cause new problems for which the Government will be held to blame. 

3 . They will give rise to many cases being brought against the Government in the Eumpean Count of Human Rights, which will cause 
the Government much embanassment. 

4. They will give the rise to condemnation of the British Government by the United Nations Human Rights Commission, when it 

meets next year to evaluate Brito ins record on Human Rights: 

When writing to Opposition MP's, it is important to stress: 

7. It would be a catastrophe it the opposition vote in favour of the bill, unless it is drastically amended in the House 
of Lords to remedy or remove its oppressive measures. 

2. This would cause opposition parties to loose any credibility they may have with those who depend on them to 
stand up for Human Rights. 

3. Voting against the Bill does not inevitably mean, appearing to be against"Law And Order" Opposition parties can 
argue that the Bill will CREA TE disorder and injustice, and vote against it on those grounds.

The bill actually contains some 117 clauses and is currently on its third and final reading in the House Of Lords, 
so little time remains.

After a few hours sleep, we woke to 
a beautiful day, which was welcomed 
with open arms as we had to travel 
for around 1V 2 hours further north 


to a club called Kellys, at Portrush. 
This is probably the largest, most 
famous club in the whole of Ireland, 
and although it is a long drive for 
many, it pulls in the crowds every 
week. On arrival we looked round the 


venue, it must be said 
we were absolutely 
impressed. Not only a 
club, but a restaurant, 
hotel, bar and whole 
complex that is in 
another class, and a 
dance floor to hold a 


capacity of around 
2500 and a sound 


system to blow your 
mind. 


The night opened up 
with resident DJ SCI 


an interesting set of 
Trance which progressed to a finale 
of Techno. A set proving the 
versatility of the crowd and although 
it was obvious this was not exactly 
what they wanted, it was an 
excellent build up to the night. Next 
up was Mark E G. Well, what can 
say? A lot of people had seen him 
the previous night and travelled to 
see him a second time round. Yet 


again a set unusual to this crowd, 
but a set that impressed and went 
down well. In normal Mark E G style, 
he jumped around and shouted to 
the crowd proving his love for the 
music he played, and wanting to get 
closer to the people that listened. 


The MC passed him the mic, he 
stopped briefly and looked with fear, 
but quickly put it aside and started 
to MC and sing to prove himself as 
a total showman. The crowd loved 


every minute of it and everyone 
seemed disappointed to see it end, I 
must admit however, I was glad to 
get a rest after a solid hour of 
madness and dancing. Then again, it 
was worth it. 


Next up was a P.A. by Awesome 3. I 
think the most polite way to describe 
it was an anti-climax, I’m afraid I was 


not at all impressed and by the way 
the crowd stood and watched, I don't 
think they were impressed either. I 
managed to dance to one track that 
I recognised, but the rest just didn't 
do anything at all. We spoke to the 
singer later, who told us she had 
been contracted in and she hates 


the rave scene, unfortunately you 
could tell. Anyway, this left a perfect 
opportunity for the resident DJ X-Ray 
to bring the crowd back to a peak 
and that was exactly what he did. 
Playing a set as good as the night 
before and proving himself again as 
a talented DJ. 


This brought the night to a sad end 
as the music eventually stopped, the 
crowd just wanted to go on. The 
night could have been busier, but 
again if any more had been in, you 
wouldn't have been able to move. A 


lot of people had saved themselves 
for the following week when P.A. 



Dream Frequency and Ultra Sonic 
were performing. We have heard 
that it was so busy, people were 
turned away and I hate to think what 
it was like on the dance floor. 
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This had been a perfect night as far 
as we were concerned, everyone we 
spoke to had told us they had 
experienced an excellent night out. 
We talked to a lot of people to get a 
general feel for the scene in Ireland, 
the reaction was what we expected 
after watching a happy and almost 
old skool vibe, which is today hard to 
find. Everyone was pleasant, shaking 
hands and absolutely no attitude. 
People were there to forget all the 
troubles and have a right to party. 



We had heard before travelling to 
Ireland about Protestants and 
Catholics coming together, we were 
interested to speak to people 
regarding this. We spoke to one lad 
Kevin Mcllfatrick (Yeti) who is 
Catholic and told us how he had met 
a Protestant that night and made 
good friends, he told us how 
countless others had done the same 
and how they all wish problems 
would cease.

London rave scene has a law of it’s 
own, I find it quite amusing, because 
in the old days a black man had a 
hard time getting into an acid house 
rave, as it was known, Nowadays it’s 
spot the whitey, no offense meant, 
Fve come across old faces at London 
functions from the late 70’s, people 
who used to knock me etc. etc.

Those days people were fun loving, 
happy go lucky individuals, a smile 
here an’ there, a kiss on greeting 
one another. The music has changed 
these people to run. The attitude 
nowadays is dark an’ moody.

No one knows 
what lies around the corner for an 
average Joe public looking for a good 
time. My friends have been robbed at 
knife point, mugged with nerve gas 
[C.S.] I ask myself, "What right do 
these people have?", I ran away from 
Blue's dance, to find myself a better 
night out. I thought I'd found heaven. 
Now I see why, those years ago, 
some people called our scene "Devils 
Business". The dogs of war have 
taken over. 

London nowadays is not for the faint 
hearted. Crack and gun make one, 
an' it's our kids that I'm frightened 
for. There's things happening in 
these places that I won't even go into 
detail. 

For the greed of money, promoters 
turn a blind eye, people as young as 
thirteen are permitted, encouraged 
to attend raves. The music is more 
acceptable to Londoners because of 
the reggae influence. All sorts of 
bastards are creeping out of the 
woodwork, an’ believe me, they ain't 
coming to party. 
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What does one feel, when gangs of 
youths are itching to mix with other 
gangs. I've seen it. 

I know promoters in 
London may well get 
vexed by my 

comments, but the 
truth will hurt. Some 
say I've got an 
attitude, but that's 
bull. The attitude is a 
status for these 
Londoners, the 
bigger, the better. I 
only hope for peace 
an' perfect harmony. 
Donx get me wrong, I 
love London, but it's 
changed me into a 
loner. The heat is only 
starting to boil an' 
very soon we will hear 
of killings.

MADNESS 



We have compiled some information, 
comments and criticisms, which 
hopefully will enlighten you about, 
what seems to be, one of the most 
important and essential pieces of 
equipment which the DJ's use in the 
90's rave scene: THE DUBPLATE. 

A dubplate is made from a material 
called 'Acetate Lacquer', (a cellulose 
compound formed by replacing the 
hydrogen of an acid by an alkaline 
with a synthetic liquid that dries to 
form a protective film) and comes in 
the normal sizes you would find in 
your local record store shelves, with 
the ID" being more favoured. If our 
research serves us correctly, they 
received the name dubplates through 
the Reggae sound systems to see 
who could supply the most upfront 
material first, it doesn't have to 
mean it's the finished product either, 
hence the word DUB. 

They can be cut in stereo and mono 
and because it is cut into acetate 
lacquer they have a limited life span 
of about 40 plays (if looked after] 
before the sound quality and 
condition begin to deteriorate with 
each further play. The prices are in 
the region of £25 each, and 
upwards. To acquire a dubplate you 
will need sufficient material you are 
happy with (finished or not) on a 
Digital Audio Tape (DAT). Preferably, 
once you have achieved this you can 
approach certain cutting rooms who 
cater for cutting lacquers and have 
your tracks cut r onto a dubplate. 

Artists wanting their material to be 
promoted, will find ways, to give their 
product to the people, who they 
think, can create promising futures 
on them through club play and also 
radio play. This is why the DJ's are 
given the choice to get the dubplates 
cut and increase its popularity. 

Dubplates are a useful source to 
promote material, but once your 
material has been released on vinyl, 
the dubplate becomes non- 
important. What with new material 
being produced every day and every 
week, a dubplate can tend to pass 
un-noticed, due to the fact, it is just 
part of a DJ's record box. There is a 
trend for certain people who receive 
artists material, to BLATANTLY rip 
off the artists original ideas for their 
own gain. It's a sad thing when this 
happens, due to the hard work that 
is put in creating what could possibly 
become a master piece and believe it 
or not, this does actually happen. OK 
YA. 


These days,certain DJ's live for 
plates and can only think of being 
better and more upfront than the 
next man. Some DJ's (too many to 
name) have said, "They need to move 
forward and be ahead of the masses 
to follow". In the scene today, it is 
easy for your material to get caught 
up in the never ending cycle of being 
noticed and un-noticed. 

There is also a growing concern 
within the scene of actual recordings 
on dubplate, not being available in 
record shops, and not being available 
for some time, and some not even 
being released through the lack of 
funds and non interest from major 
and independent records companies. 

How many times have you been in a 
record shop and heard people asking 
for a tune only to be told: "SORRY 
IT'S ON DUBPLATE", (frustrating or 
what..?), but that's the way it is. 

However, dubplates do play a major 
part to the rave scene, giving new 
ideas and creations to the music 
being recorded. Experimentation of 
music takes the dubplate even 
further. The dubplates can create a 
good future for a tune (if it is a good 

one] and if the DJ's receive it. There 
have been tracks on dubplates for 
many months and the buzzes that 
have been created are 
PHENOMENAL. J 

One DJ who we spoke to on 1 

dubplates was DJ Cuckoo, from 
Inflight Records and Eruption FM we 
interrogated him under a spotlight to 
get his personal views on dubplates. 

"In an average month I can spend 
between £30 and £120 on 
dubplates, depending on what's 
available. I can definitely say that I 
play dubplates for the promotional 
side and not for the sake of just 
having another dubplate, "I PLAY 
FOR THE CROWD", (They pay my 
wages....) I personally find it 
essential to have dubplates, due to 
the fact that I produce my own music 
and I assess the crowd reaction, 
but, if I am lucky enough to get other 
peoples dubplates, I find it a big 
bonus. I think if dubplates were to 
finish tomorrow, there would be no 
effect on the scene. You don't have 
to have dubplates to be a good DJ". 
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"There are tunes on dubplates which 
sometimes are left too long, 
although some do create such a 
buzz, it leaves you clucking for them 
to be pressed, but I do feel playing 
actual vinyl does produce a much 
better sound quality. Having access 
to dubplates helps some DJ's keep 
at the forefront of the scene, but 
personally, whether a plate, test 
press or normal labelled vinyl, if it's 
good, I’ll play it. No matter how old 
or new it is, MUSIC (Hardcore, 
Jungle etc.) is a vibe that's here to 
stay BIG TIME. Thanks for the 
interview, I'm going to buy a Fred 
Perry T-shirt. NEATLY". ^ 

Just think to yourself, a DJ forks out 
25 quid for a dubplate, and not all of 
them are recorded on both sides 
either. Think how much money is 
saved when buying records.... i 

One dubplate can equal the price of 
5 released, promos and test , 

pressings. A dubplate has a method 
of being quick and cheaper for i 
promotion, and they can be played 
within minutes of being recorded. 
Putting things into prospective, 
dubplates mainly do the same job as 
any record can, but can become 
unemployed very quickly. (What, 
dubplates on the dole?]. 

No matter what we think, 
DUBPLATES are a means of being 
exclusively upfront and a way to 
promote artists latest ventures.

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Then 111 begin. Once upon a time, a 
few friends and I were idly smoking 
the night away, saying how nice it 
would be to go out and not have to 
worry about expensively priced 
tickets, piss-taking security or 
miserable faces. We thought things 
through and eventually decided to 
give it a go. Landscape was born. 

Landscape 1 - 21.08.93 - The 
Beach Party - was our first attempt. 
With one person supplying the decks, 
another with the sound system, a 
hired generator and lots of candles, 
we made a night for ourselves like 
never before. The whole night was a 
complete success, even if it did get 
rained off at Sam. Since then, we 
have grown from a group of 30 good 
friends to over 150 like-minded 
people, who are still in it for one 
thing - to have FUN! 

For the second event, we visited a 
derelict barn close to where I live, 
here in Kent. Nothing spectacular, 
just an old rotting barn that I knew of 
from when I was a kid. It was mucky, 
dark and the wind howled through 
the holes in the roof, but it was ideal 
for our purpose. To date, we have 
held three events there with each 
one being an improvement on the 
one before. 

We were forced into hibernation for 
a few months by the weather, but it 
was Spring and time to party. Word 
of the past events had spread like 
wild fire and after continual 
pestering, we set a date - 7th May 
1994. This time, word had got 
around just a little too far for my 
liking. Someone, presumably the 
landowner, (whoever that is), had 
taken it upon themselves to block the 
drive way with an articulated trailer, 
preventing us from getting cars 
anywhere near the barn. 







Although it was no problem 
squeezing equipment under the 
metre high gap below it, we had 
hoped to tuck the cars off the 
narrow country lane. Oh well. 

Armed with brooms and shovels, one 
group set to work clearing the place 
of dead birds, used Durex and 
stained jazz mags, while the other 
helpers set about putting the 
equipment together. 


Eventually at about 7pm, things were 
looking good. The lights were in 
place, the generator was popping 
away outside, and the kettle was on. 
Time to turn on the sound. We are 
fortunate enough to have one of the 
massive in possession of a very nice 
1.2k sound system, mnly 1.2k!!??" I 
hear you say. It’s not the power, it's 
how you use it, and boy do we use 
it!"). The amplifier popped to life, 
silent except for the steady hum 
letting us know it was ready for 
anything we could throw into it. The 
first vinyl was carefully selected and 
placed onto the deck. A scratch, a 
pop and then BANG! The whole place 
was filled with a seriously loud noise. 

I took a glance at the volume level to 
find we hadn't reached half way. (Hee 
hee hee - get those ears ringing!). 


In time, more and more people 
arrived and by about midnight, we 
had somewhere in the region of 
about ISO bouncing, smiling, 
stomping bodies charged to the max, 
giving their all. We had no shortage 
of DJ talent with seemingly everyone 
and their mate walking in with a 
record bag on their shoulder. No big 
names, just up-n-comings looking for 
a chance to show the result of hours 
spent toiling away in the bedroom. 
(Ooo-er missus!). Past DJ’s at these 
events have included Trance, Cloud, 
Phuturer, Den, Exile, Ross, Scafl^P 
DJ T and The Kaos MC, to name but 
a few. Styles ranging from The Good 
Old Days right through Junglistic, 
Acidic, and into Gabba Land. 

I was told four times that the local 
constabulary had driven passed, 
each time asking questions into what 
was going on, how much was being 
charged and whether we had the 
owners permission, but left it at that. 
At a past event, they came right up 
to the door of the building and asked 
to see the organiser. 


Eternity 



After answering a barrage of 
questions such as, "How many 
people?", and, "Does the owner 
know?", (stupid question!), I invited 
them in to see for themselves what 
we were up to. We had nothing to 
hide. OK, we were illegal, but being 
nearly a mile from the nearest 
house, any complaints of excessive 
noise would have been totally 
unfounded and without reason. They 
turned down my offer, bade us good 
night and left us to it, feeling that no 
real harm was being done. No 
heinous crime committed, no bust, 
no confiscations, no savage dogs. 

By 8am there were just a handful of 
about 30 of us left. Time for one last 
tune and move on. It had been a 
bollocks of a night, with everyone 
walking out SMILING! The generator 
had gone the whole night on a couple 
of gallons, except for when it ran out 
of fuel at about 1am, causing the 
decks to slur off and plunging the 
place into complete darkness. 

Everyone grabbed a black bag and 
helped dispose of the mess we had 
made. Some of them even bothered 
to throw the bagged rubbish in one 
of the bins in town. (D.B. - If I had 
seen you throwing that bag into the 
bushes, I would have posted it to 
you....). And there you have it. Easy. 
Anyone could do it.... with a lot of 
help from your friends. Total outlay 
for the night was around £100. We 
didn't charge for admission (openly 
charging seems the best way of 
attracting police attention), but the 
hat was passed around just to 
recoverthe hire charges etc. £100 
divided by 150 people - a fuckin' 
cheap night. If we couldn’t borrow it, 
did we really need it? 

Shout time: All the Landscape Gang 
(Happy Vibes Cru), (Julie, 'flying cod 
heads indeed', Emma, Siobhan, Toby, 
ALL Dj's on the night, TNT 
organisation, and of course to my 
partner in crime Steve, without who, 
none of these nights would be 
possible. (Lose the beard mate, it 
suiteth ye not!'). Next event due 
25.06.94 with others all through the 
Summer. No contact details, ears to 
the earth for info.
